Gruesome Attack in Iraq 


4 U.S. civilians killed, dragged through streets in Fallujah 


FALLUJAH, IRAQ I In a scene reminiscent of 
Somalia, frenzied crowds dragged the burned, 
mutilated bodies of four American contractors 
through the streets of Fallujah on Wednesday 
and strung two of them up from a bridge after 
rebels ambushed their SUVs. 

Five U.S. soldiers of the 1st Infantry 
Division also were killed when a bomb 
exploded under their M-113 armored per- 
sonnel carrier north of Fallujah, making 
it the bloodiest day for Americans in Iraq 
since Jan. 8. 

Fallujah, a Sunni Triangle city west of 
Baghdad, has been the scene of some of the 


worst violence since the beginning of the 
American occupation a year ago. 

Residents said insurgents attacked the 
contractors with small arms fire and rock- 
et-propelled grenades. After the attack, a 
jubilant crowd of civilians, many chanting 
“Fallujah is the graveyard of Americans,” 
gathered to celebrate, dragging the bodies 
through the street and hanging two of them 
from the bridge. 

The abuse and mutilation of the con- 
tractors’ corpses was similar to the widely 


broadcast scene more than a decade ago in 
Somalia, when a mob dragged corpses of U.S. 
soldiers through the streets of Mogadishu, 
eventually leading to the American with- 
drawal from the African nation. 

The White House blamed terrorists and 
remnants of Saddam Hussein’s former regime 
for the “horrific attacks” on the contractors. 

Referring to the planned June 30 trans- 
fer of sovereignty to Iraqis, White House 
spokesman Scott McClellan said “the best 
way to honor those that lost their lives” is to 
continue with efforts to bring democracy to 
Iraq, sameer n. yacoub (ap)

Bloody Day Echoes Mogadishu 


Fallujah scenes revive 
painful memories, but 
reflect different reality 

WASHINGTON I The murder and 
mutilation of four American con- 
tractors near Baghdad and the 
grinding death toll of American 
soldiers put a grisly face on the 
U.S. occupation of Iraq. 

More than a decade ago, in 1993, 
Somalia militiamen attacked two 
U.S. helicopters, killing 18 U.S. 
rangers. A mob dragged corpses 
of American soldiers through the 
streets of Mogadishu, eventually 
leading to the U.S. withdrawal. 
But now the White House vows 
there will be no retreat. 

“To buckle under to a bunch of 
insurgents” would be the ultimate 
disgrace to the memories of those 
who have given their lives, said Brig. 
Gen. Mark Kimmitt, the U.S. mil- 
itary spokesman in Baghdad. He 
called the attacks examples of “a 
slight uptick in localized engage- 
ments” in Iraq, which he said have 
had a “negligible impact” on the 
coalition’s progress. 

While the horrific images from 
Iraq were similar to those from 
Somalia, the differences between 
U.S. involvement in the African 
nation and Iraq are pronounced. 

The Bush administration has far 


more at stake in Iraq. Withdrawal 
would be far more complicated, per- 
haps leading to civil war and cre- 
ating new havens for terror orga- 
nizations. And, while disturbing, 
Wednesday’s attacks are the latest 
in a continuing series of assaults 
against civilians and U.S. and 
British occupation forces. 

“Granted, these attacks were 
especially horrid,” said Michael 
O’Hanlon, a military analyst with 
the Brookings Institution. “But the 
country at this point is largely baced 
for this sort of thing.” 

In Somalia, the 18 American 
deaths lost in one night was as many 
as had been lost in the entire opera- 
tion up until then. At least 597 US. 
troops have died in Iraq since the 
war began, tom raum (ap)

U.S. Adds 2,000 
Marines to Force 
In Afghanistan 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A force of 
2,000 Marines has begun arriving 
in Afghanistan as part of a stepped- 
up mission to crush Taliban-led 
insurgents and flush out al Qaeda 
fugitives. 

The 22nd Marine Expeditionary 
Unit will work a specific area of the 
country in an attempt to improve 
intelligence on enemy activity, 
spokesman Lt. Col. Bryan Hilferty 
said. He declined to give details.

U.N. judges say those 
on death row denied 
access to consular aid 

THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I The 
world court ordered the United 
States on Wednesday to review 
the death penalty cases of 51 
Mexicans, including one sched- 
uled to die May 18 in Oklahoma, 
saying their right to consular assis- 
tance was violated. 

The ruling by the International 
Court of Justice could mean a 
reprieve or another chance of 
appeal for dozens of Mexican pris- 


oners. It also could have implica- 
tions for other foreign citizens in 
U.S. prisons who were not told 
they could receive help from their 
governments. 

It was the second time the high- 
est court of the United Nations 
ruled the United States had bro- 
ken the 1963 Vienna Convention, 
which protects foreigners accused 
of serious crimes. 

In Washington, U.S. State

WASHINGTON! Metro is about three 
years away from heading downward 
into a “transit death- spiral,” the 
agency’s top executive plans to tell 
board members Thursday. 

“We are predicting the strong 
potential for what we’re call- 
ing a systemic service meltdown 
that’s going to begin as early as 
three years from now,” Metro 
CEO Richard White told The 
Associated Press in an exclusive 
interview Wednesday. 

White predicts riders will aban- 
don the system, pour into cars and 
add to traffic congestion, which will 
worsen air quality. 

“When that happens you can’t get 
out of the spiral,” White added. 

White said no jurisdictions 
have committed to funding the 
amount Metro says is needed to 


provide eight- car trains, main- 
tain the 27-year- old system, buy 
120 new rail cars and 185 buses, 
and beef up security. 

White said if the agency does 
not have funding agreements 
in place with 
D.C., Virginia 
and Maryland by 
October, it will 
miss a critical 
deadline to buy 50 
rail cars. If they 
don’t contract for 
the cars by November, eight- car 
trains will be delayed two years 
and White estimates the agen- 
cy will have to buy 42 fewer cars 
because the price will have gone 
up by several hundred thousand 
dollars apiece.

Crystal Qear 

Hip-hop-metal stars find being in a band is easier without musicians 



MUSIC I Rock bands are problem- 
atic. 

One of the hurdles of putting 
together a rock band is that you 
usually have to staff it with musi- 
cians. And everyone has heard 
about musicians’ problems: They 
nurse big egos, they drink too 
much, they don’t follow your spe- 
cific instructions not to solo after 
every. Single. Verse. 

Maybe that’s why Ken Jordan 
and Scott Kirkland restrict mem- 
bership in the Crystal Method 
to two — plus some special 
guests and a slew of rela- 
tively docile computers. 
The Crystal Method, 
which visits D.C. on 
Thursday, is often 
grouped with the likes 
of Moby, Fatboy Slim

themselves as a band. In fact, some- 
times they seem closer to hip-hop 
flavored nu-metal than to blippy 
house music. Maybe guest appear- 
ances by Wes Borland (Limp Bizkit), 
Scott Weiland (Stone Temple Pilots) 
and Tom Morello (Rage Against 
the Machine) have something to 
do with that. 

The Crystal Method came 
straight outta Vegas in 1993. 
While the duo made its name in 
the rave scene of Los Angeles, the 
guys’ early heroes were rockers 
— and rappers like self-professed 
kings of rock, Run-DMC. Kirkland 
even took guitar lessons from Mark 
Slaughter of the hair-metal band 
Slaughter. 

All the influences show on 
2004’s “Legion of Boom.” The 
latest album from Jordan and 
Kirkland melds guitar riffs, huge 
hooks, guest vocalists and booty 
bass — back to their roots. 

The band’s sonic style has 
become a screen and stadium sta- 
ple, used to pump up sports shows, 
sportscar ads and blockbuster mov- 
ies. Their early single “Keep Hope 
Alive” is theme song for the televi- 
sion series “Third Watch.” Other 
songs have graced ads by the Gap 
and Mazda. 

And it seems like every other 
action flick includes one of their 
trademark big beats: “Charlie’s 
Angels 2,” “Blade II,” “Biker Boyz.” 
Their work on the film version of 
Todd McFarlane’s graphic novel 
“Spawn” led to the stylized super- 
heroic McFarlane portrait of the duo 
on the cover of “Legion of Boom.” 

In the picture they’re perched 
atop a skyscraper, poised to save 
the city from safe music. Point 
being, they look all swaggery and 
tough.

Nighthawks in the City 

The filmed subjects of 
this Chicago nocturne 
are totally in the dark 

FILM I Daniel Eisenberg’s 2003 film 
“Something More Than Night” may 
take its title from the menacing 
introduction to Raymond Chandler’s 
“Trouble Is My Business.” 

But don’t head to the Hirshhorn 
expecting tense, tough-guy film 
noir. Eisenberg isn’t a hard-boiled 
novelist but an experimental film- 
maker. 

His languorous 77-niinute 
l6mm Chicago nocturne dispens- 
es with dialogue, character and 
plot. Instead, the director opts for 
long shots and long takes, using an 
almost completely static camera, to 
bring us slice after slice of the work- 
aday activity that, in any big city, 
continues long after dark.

GALLERIES I David Levinthal loves 
baseball; don’t get him wrong. 

It’s just that there’s something 
lonely, scary and human about 
America’s Pastime that’s probably 
the reason it’s been superseded by 
bone-crunching football and zippy, 
sexy basketball. 

Being not just a fan but a crucial 
artist in the Fabrication movement 
in photography, Levinthal expresses 
his ambivalence by placing wee toy 
figurines of baseball greats — your 
Mantles, Aarons and Ruths — in 
evocative mid-game poses and 
takes blurry but creamily beauti- 
ful pictures of them with a Polaroid 
camera.
